(Characterized as one of the epoch- 
making events of the year, the annual 
sessioa of the Clinical Convocation of 
the American College of Surgeons 
will be held In Montreal during the 
week of October inth to 17th. 

This will bo tho first time In its 
history that a session of the convoca- 
tion has been held In Canada, the pre- 
vious meetings having taken place In 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
London, Kng. It was decided largely 
on tho Invitation of .several Montreal 
Fellows of the Society who have 
taken an> active interest in the work 
of thq Association, among whom are 
many members of the staff of the Mc- 
fiill Medical Faculty, the chief movers 
In the work of tho rolloge of Sur- 
Koons In Montreal being: Dr. Goo. R. 
Armstrong, Dr. BIrkelt, Dr. W. W. 
Chipman, Dr. Alex. Hutchison and 
Col. J. M. Elder. 

One of the. main reasons for hold- 
ing the mooting In Montreal Is lu re- 
cognition of this city as tho grotttesi 
medical centre of Canada, as well ns ; 
an educational centre of International ; 
fame. Another factor in the decision 
Is that nr. Armstrong, 'Professor of 
.Surgery and Clinical Surgery ut Mc- 
(•ill. is the president of the Associa- 
tion. 

Arrangements have now been com- 
pleted whereby ample accommodation 
has been provided for the visitors. 
Some difficulty was at. first exporl- 
cnced. jt being necessary to get the 
use of one of the steamers of tho Can- 
ada Steamship Lines as a floatii><c 
hotel; ; It will he moored to tho Vic- 
toria Pier, whore a temporary taxi- 
cab station will prgbubly be located. 

Tho formal opening of the Convo- 
cation will take place on Monday, 
October nth, at the St. .Tames Meth- 
odist Church. The addross of welcome 
to the delegates will probably be road 
by Sir Arthur Currlo, Q.C.M.G. 
K.C.B., LL.D., Principal of McGlll 
irnlverslty, W. J. Mayo, of Rochester, 
Minn., the retiring president of tho 
college, will also give an addre.?E. 
The chief speaker of the evening will 
be Sir Auckland Oeddos, British Am- 
bassador to the United States, and 
former^ Professor of Anatomy at Mo- 
Olll. 

There will be no social programme, 
tho entire stay of the surgeons being 
devoted to work. Kach morning sur- 
gical clinics will be held in all the 
hospitals of the city. The afternoons 
will be devoted 'to specialist work, 
while special clinics on special sub- 
jects will bo held every afternoon lu 
the Windsor Hotel by eminent sur- 
geons Tho evenings will be devoted 
to the reading of papers on<surgeryi 
A feature of the convocation will be 
the study of surgical experience 
gained during the war. 

Among tho British guests of note 
will bo Sir H. Moynlhan, of Leeds; Sir 
William Taylor, C.B., of Dublin; A. 
earless, C.B.K,, of Essex. 

The presidential meeting will be 
hold 'on Friday evening at the St. 
James Hall, where a ceremonial 
gathering will bring the conventloi' 
to a close. Dr. Armstrong, tho new 
president, will give his presidential 
address, and Sir B. Moynlhan will' 
deliver an address on surgery. Some " 
five hundred new Follows will be ad- \ 
mltted to the society, and a feir ' 
honorary fellowships will be conferred I 
on distinguished visitors. During Ih.j 
evening degrees will be conferred. ! 
and the picturesque ceremony of' 
handing ovèr the silver mace pro-, 
.sonted by the conKiiItlng surgeons uf , 
the British Army to their American 
colleagues In recognition of their dis- ' 
tingulshed services during the war' 
will take placé. It is hoped that Sir ' 
Anthony Bowlby, the chief con.siiltlns 
surgeon .to tho British Army, will be 
present, and if so, he will perform the, 
presentation ceremony. 

The American College of Surgeon • 
was organized in 1910 by a groun of 
American and Canadian surgeons who 
fdt 111. need of a rlinlinl mooting in 
humi largi' centre, wliere Ihcy coald 
get tonetlier and exchange ideas. 

From that beginning grew th<» 
American College of Surgeons, whos» 
first convocation was held In 1913. 

In the work of Ithe college the 
Canadians have been largely in- 
terested and form a large part of tho '

'THE HOPE OF TO-DAY." 



Prof. Dale- T^sts* Human 
Nature To^Rlse Above 
Present-da^ Conditions. 



Over one hundred friends of Pro- 
fessor J, Ai Dale, M.A. (Oxon), who 

has for twelve years t>een Macdonald 
Professor of Education at McGill, at- 
tended a dinner In his honor at tbs 
Oak Room at the Windsor Hotel on 
Tuesday, September 28th, on the oc- 
casion of bis appointment, as Pro- 
fessor of Social Service at 'Varsity, 

Mr. Francis A. Uanktn presented 
Professor Dale with a silver cigarette 
case at a token of appreciation by 
hiR friends of the value of his work 
at McGlll. ' 

Professor Dale, in aokAowledglng 
the presentation^ mentioned' his re- 
gret at leaving McGill and Montteal. 

Among the guests were Mr. H. E. 
Ross, K.C., who acted as chairman; 
Mr. Justice Woir, Rev. Dr. H. Sy\ 
monds, B. K. Sandwell and othei' 
prominent ediieationallsts and soci- 
ologlfts. The " City Improvemoitt 
l.,eaRue wras well reprepcnted. 

In rising to speak,. Professor Dala 
was greeted with loud applause. 

His subject, "The Hope of To-day," 
and his remarks on existing condi- 
tions were both forceful and pointed. 
"To-day," he said, "the world is In a 
battered cohditlon. Living condi- 
tions arc Impossible. We are urging 
men to live decently, and we do noc 
lot them obtain conditions conducive 
to decent living." 

"The dreamy mld-Vlctorlan period. 
In Its well-fed optimism, gave evi-- 
dencts of prosperity which did noi 
materialize In the face of the up- 
heaval which laid the world In ruins 
The war itself, that-dutburst of brutal 
folly, gave the'-lle' to bur -'highest 
Ideal?. Biich as' that reason Is greater 
than force when It comefi to Interna- 
tional relations. 

"And yet, in spite of misery and 
poverty, man is Indomitable. Human 
nature Is so balanced and counter- 
balanced as to always progress to- 
wards higher things. ProgresB Is 
real, and although we may judge 
from conditions at preBent that It Is 
hopeless, this is not so, < Wo shall 
have, from estlsting unrest^- better 
things,"

UP THIS YEAR 

They Have Joined the Gene- 
ral Climb in H.CX. 



The Increase in fees, which was ar- 
nounccd thiH summer, came as a sur- 
prise to few of the students. Tht 
general attitudé of most of us. to- 
wards an increase in the cost of 
anything is one of dull apathy. 

Unfortunately, fees are not tho 
only Items of the student's b'-dget 
which have takeii a jump. Practlca'ly 
every detail of his expense sheet hai 
established a new high record. 

Rents on all classes of buildings 
have Increaaod enormously, and ar^ 
shortly to go up again. As a result 
the student must pay a fancy p-lcc 
for bis back-room with linoleum car- 
pet and stove In the hall outside. 
Single rooms are offered at 'prices 
ranging as hi^h as $36 a.month, and 
doubl? rooms at as stunning a figure 
as $?& a month for each roo^mcr. 
This is partly due to the great de- 
mand for rooms for conventions; for 
Montreal, since prolîibitlon in the 
(Jnlted States, has become th.! "con- 
vention city" of America. ?c Is also 
duo to the after-war expansion of 
trade, manufacturing nud shipping 
in iho Capadian metropolis.
